Weapons Cut Formula Set 


Five Miners Trapped 14 
Hours By Slide Rescued 


36-Inch Auger 
Used To Drill 
Shaft To Men 


Bond Interest President Calls 
Slash Urged 


ST EI'BKINVILLE, Ohio. .Tunc 26 
lf*—All five miners, trapped 14 
hours by a cave in, were rescued 
tonight. 
All had survived the ordeal in 
good condition. 
A huge auger drilled into the 
hilluirie under which the men 
were trapped At a depth of about 
2<»0 feet it struck into the chamber 
into which they had been walled 
by the slide. As the .16-inrh*dia-j 
meter hit was withdrawn, the men 
crawled through the hole behind* 
the drill. No one had to go in 
atter them. 
The hole which provided the* 
avenue to safety for the five 
miners was the third drilled since 
the mining auger arrived at the 
scene late today. Rock slides had 
blocked the other two drilling ef-j 
forts. 
More 
than 
two-score 
rescue 
workers were .spurred in their ef­ 
forts earlier tonight when the sec­ 
ond hole drilled enabled them to 
hear human voices inside the 
mine. That hole had gone rn 180 
feet. 
The workers said they veiled at 
the trapped men, heard voices in 
response hut could not distinguish 
words and could not tell how 
many men were alive. 
The rescue workers thought at 
that time they were about IOO teet 
trom the men, but they decided 
to bore another shalt at a differ­ 
ent angle to avoid rock tails. 
All day, under a broiling sun. 
they had worked to open the mine 
shaft near the bottom of a 50-foot 
pit in a desolate strip mining re 
cion. There is a cliff above, and 
the shaft runs back under the 
cliff.

W ILLIAM SBl RO, Va.. June 26 
1^—The nation's governors called 
on President Eisenhower and Con­ 
gress today to take action to low­ 
er interest rates on billions of dol­ 
lars worth of state, school and lo­ 
cal bonds. 
Winding up their 49th annual 
conference, the governors elected 
Republican Gov. William G. Strat­ 
ton of Illinois as their chairman, 
( s u c c e e d i n g Democratic Gov 
Thomas R 
Stanley of Virginia 
They voted to hold next year’s 
conference in Florida. 
I 
In the conference's closing ses­ 
sion. the governors whipped out a 
series of resolutions One of these 
met President Eisenhower's per­ 
sonally delivered request for ap­ 
pointment of representatives for a 
task forc e to survey the possibility 
of a rollback of federal govern-j 
unenl functions to the states. 


Rebuff To Administration 


But in a surprising action the 
governors also endorsed w h a t 
amounted to an attack on the E i­ 
senhower administration's ‘ tight 
money'* policy. Democrats have 
made it clear they intend to make 
this policy ode of the chief issues 
of next year's campaign for con­ 
trol of (’engross. 
Although conference a c t i o n s 
were taken in closed session, all 
the Republican governors went 
along with a statement suggesting 
Eisenhower and Congress take 
some action toward "alleviating” 
the burden of high interest rates. 
Democratic Gov. George Leader 
of Pennsylvania dratted the state­ 
ment.

The West Moves 


In Self-Defense 


There is such a thing as being too patient 
and long-suffering 
For nearly four years the 
I 
S. 
forces 
in South 
Korea 
have carefully 
observed the arm istice agreement not to bring 
in new weapons while the Communists steadily 
built up their stockpiles of warplanes and m ili­ 
tary equipment on the other side of the arm istice 
line. 


Now the UN com m and has done what it 
should have done long ago 
It notified the North 
Korean and Chinese reds that new arms, includ­ 
ing jet planes which can carry atomic arms, w ill 
be brought into South Korea in self-protection 
W hy this move w asn't made until now it is 
difficult to imagine. 
There were well substan­ 
tiated reports that the ink was hardly dry on 
the armistice agreem ent before the Reds began 
chipping 
new 
aircraft 
and 
other 
arms 
into 
North Korea. With o n e side rearming and the 
other standing pat. th ere was good reason to 
fear that South Korea might be overrun again 
if the Communists decided to attack 
Fortunately, no attack cam e during this long 
period, perhaps because the Reds, having been 
b a d ly burned in their original adventure, decided 
not to take the same risk again. Even now. after 
the formal announcem ent that U. S. forces in­ 
te n d to match the Red buildup, the Com m unist 
reaction has been m ilder than expected. 
It must he assum ed that Ii. S. forces have 
the new arms and [flakes they are talking about 
virtually on the South Korean docks. 
And it 
must also he assum ed that the occupation of 
South Korea, with aH its costs and risks, is to 
be continued for an indefinite period. 


These Days

Tale O f President G ra n t 


One of the joys of these days Is a m agazine 
* American Heritage" which contains, issue after issue, 
excellent historical articles, delightfully written and 
illustrated. 
In the April i>sue. I have been reading 
an article about President I lyssea S. Grant, who won 
the Civil War and who, when elected to the P resi­ 
dency. probably produced the sorriest Administration 
in all the 34 we have had. 
Our Constitution m ak es Congress the center of 
power, hut it does not prevent the President from 
developing his own authority until he may he the most 
powerful autocrat in the world. Few Presidents have 
f e t c h themselves called upon to r n k to dominate tho 
Congress so completely th a t it becam e merely a body 
of registration, a ‘ rubber stam p .” as the popular 
p hrase has been 
On the other hand, there have been 
P residents who not only expanded their own powers 
as tar as possible, but a b o employed popular dis­ 
content or apathy to gain power over Congress or 
even to exercise some hidden m easure of control over 
the Suprem e Court. 


M hcnevcr I he division of power has not been 
rigidly respected, the governm ent either becam e 
corrupt or Hie liherlies n( Ihe people were en- 
crouched upon, 


I lysses Sr Grant never ceased in be an arm y m an. 
loyal to his subordinates hut expecting to be saluted 
and obeyed. He set up a general staft in the office ot 
the White House and his chiet-of-statf. Genera! Orville 
F 
Babcock, was always on hand, and always inter­ 
vening between the President and anyone who had 
business with him. 
( \ A’ann Woodward, the author of the article on 
President Grant, to which I refer, describes Babcock 
as follows: 
. . A subtle and unscrupulous Iago. Babcock 
shrewdly implanted suspicions of his betters in the 
P re s id e n ts mind. plotted their downfall, and sought to 
replace them with pliant tools of his own He succeeded 
in these tactics repeatedly and thereby gained in­ 
d it e d control of whole dep artm ents of the govern­ 
ment. 
Once a prejudice or a plan was firmly im ­ 
planted in G ran t’s mind, he would cling to it with all 
the tenacity that had toppled the strongholds of the 
Confederacy. Babcock w as at once the leader of the 
political gangsters and the stum bling block rn the way 
of the talent and ability t fiat might have saved the 
President 
Grant s unshakable confidence in his be­ 
trayer w as pathetic and all but incredible.” 


This is Ihe course of undemocratic history. 
W henever one who governs believes (hat he rules 
and sets up a court of personal friends and cronies 
who hear no responsibilities lo the people, either 
through elective or appointive office, he imperils 
our system of governm ent. Grant nearly wrecked 
our government and our econom y. He had an in­ 
ordinate respect for men of wealth, men whose 
greatest virtue was a total unscrupulousness in 
the accumulation of m oney. 


Money-successful men do not always possess a 
sense of public morals or even great ability, particu- 
arlv those who accum ulate their wealth by speculation 
without any constructive enterprise. 
Such men often 
fire a by-product of the efforts of abler and m ore 
v a l u a b l e citizens who are really building the country. 
Also som e of them lay rn w ait like panthers to steal 
the products of other m en’s labor by m arket m anipula­ 
tions. Such men are really thieves, although the fact 
hat they deal in millions ra th e r than pennies som e­ 
how gives them an air of respectability. 
G rant knew very little or nothing of the law or of 
constitutional principles. 
He had to be led into the 
m azes of administration and it all depended upon who 
did the leading. Generally speaking. Grant liked tough 
guys, people who did not argu e or debate but who 
• 
pleased him by agreeing with his notions which were 
often ridiculous. 


N evertheless, he was President of the United 
States and as such possessed great authority and 
prestige. 
Right from the start of his Administra­ 
tion. Cirant should have known that he was being 
had. In the “ Black F riday” conspiracy, his friends 
and relatives were robbing the American people. 
While it is true that Grant saved the day by selling 
governm ent gold, he waited long and gave the 
conspirators an opportunity to rob the people. Abel 
Rathbone Corbin, one of the thieves, was married 
to President Grant’s sister. 


The Founding Fathers figured that by a division 
ftf powers in the Constitution, they could save the 
country from the evils of tyranny and corruption. It 
has not alw ays happened so.
